MONUMENT ERECTED TO THOMAS JEFFERSON,
AND SIR MOSES EZEKIEL, WHO DESIGNED IT

JEFFERSON STATUE
FORMALLY UNVEILED

Ezekiel Masterpiece Presented to University of
Virginia in Interesting Exercises.Sculptor

Himself an Honored Guest of Institution.

Charlottesvlllr-, Va., .lune 15..Sir
Moses Ezeklel's line statue of Thomas
Jefferson, the second of hls creatlons
to flnd lts final home at the Universlty
of Virginia, was unvelled at that In¬
stltutlon to-day with approprlate cere¬
monles. The exercises were attended
by several hunrlred students. in addl¬
tlon to many alumnl and visltors.
Senator Thomas S. Martin. who was

a rlassmate of tlie sculptor at the Vir¬
glnia .Millary Institute. represented the
artist in presenting tho statue, whlch
was accepted on the part of the univer¬
slty by Presldent Alderman, who said
that the gratltude ot the universlty
was due in full measure "to the man
of Imaginatlon, whose genius created
thls work of art, whose patrlotlsm de¬
sired that it should stand upon the soll
of his native State, whose sense of the
fitnesK of things dlctated that lt should
arlse here on thls plaza, faclng the one

object whlch was the last and dearest
concern of the great orlginal. I am
glad," continued Dr. Alderman, "tliat
Sir Moses has crossed the scas to be
here for thls ceremony, for his pres-
ence ln the Mesh adds to the satisfac¬
tion aa well as to the dlglnty and value
of the occaslon. 1 glve to you, Slr
Moses, the slmple thanks of our aca-
dtmic communlty anrl of a great host
of the sons of Virginia, whose thoughts
turn hitherward to-day. We acclalm
you and behold in you not alone the
artist. the creator of lastlng beauty
In form, but even n*ore the citlzen of
sentlment and remembrance, the young
soidler of Lee, the patriot whose love
of his native land has not been lessened
by time or absence."

Typlcal of ,ifii>r.iiiii.
Referring to the gift, President Al¬

derman said: "I rejolce In lt, first, be¬
cause it is a thlng of beauty. Jeffer¬
son loved beauty. He stamped beauty
on the face. of thls universlty. He
sought at the very outset of the great
democratic expermient so to assoclate
democracy and beauty that they would
grow to know and understand" eacn
other to the end that strength of de¬
mocracy mlght be reflned and the scope
of beauty enlarged and the soul of
both the great concepts splritualized.

"1 am glad that thls is a statue of
Jefferson, the Ideallst, the phllosopher,
the dreamer of dreams for human ad-
vancement, th-"- most persistent
energy playing upon the na->

tlonal spirit from hls day to
this day, remindlng It, ln good days
.nd lll, In storm and falr weather, that
the gentus of our society Is falth tn
man, and that the true greatness of
states lles ln their lntelllgent conceru
for men. . . The young republlc
ivho.se blrth Jefferson so grandly her-
Uded has known many moral crises,
and lt wlll know many more. calling
for the exercise of the qualities that
give majesty to the Jeffersonian age.
It Is our proud hope and belief that
Jefferson's university has tralned anu
ls now tralning men tlt and willing to
serve their country as well in the
daily disripline of .reblrth and change
lhat mark democracy's upward course
as ln any unusual hour of perll or dls-
aster."

Other addresses were made by Danlel
Harmon, of thc board of visitors, and
Sir Moses Ezeklel spoke a few brlef
words of acknowledgment. The velt
was drawn from the monument by a
young son of Dr. Wllliam M. Randolph.
of thls clty, a lineal descendant of
Thomas Jefferson.

Posiltlou nf Statue.
The statue occuples a place ln front

of the northern entrance to the rotun-
da, in the centre of the terrace plot,
where once stood the annex. lt blds
falr to take lts place as the greatest
of all the heroic works of Sir Moses,
rated by the critlcs as one of the fore-
most llvlng workers In bronze. The
figure of Jefferson ltself stands upon
an cxact repllca of the Llberty Bell.
On the bell aro four flnely wrough;
figures. symboltc of the character and
work of the man. In the mouth of the
bell is the figure of Llberty, dagger
in hand, ln the act of breaklng from
bondage. On the sonth of the bell is
the figure of Justlce: on the west side
Religious Freedom; on the east, a fig¬
ure representative of the repeallng of
the "Lex Prima Genetur." The flgury
of Jefferson represents the great
statesmen as reading the Decleratlon
of independence.
The gift was entirely that of sir

Moses, except that alumnl and frlends
defrayed the cost of materlai used in
the statue, the base and the freifcht.
This amounted to about $9,000. The
statue is vaiued at $40,000, lt means
a very conslderable acquisition to Vir-
ginia's collection of great works ln
iculpture.
